WASHINGTON — Farmers have been iocreosing their 
productivity for a long time. Horse power helped, and so 
’ did the mechanical reaper and the tractor. 

But the lost half-century hos produced changes that even 
Agriculture Department statisticlans''find difficult to^de-" 
scribe. They ke^.tiying, however.— : 

One example, which is popular with ogribusiness speech 
writers, is the number, of people a single American farmer 
feeds. It’s a statistical exercise and results in some frac- 
tions that ate not very hunuuilike. ' 

In 1947, according to a new Economic Research Service 
study, one farm womr produced enough to fecd-l4.I peo- 
ple, including the wbiker. Those ioclud^ 12.6 in the Unit- 
ed States and 1.5 in other countries. 

By 1989, the most recent year itKiuded in the report, a 
single f.jm worker supplied 98 people, including 73.7 at 
home and 24.3 abfood. 

It’s more complicated than these numbers, however. 


And the reppri said thidt it *^vou1d be misleading” to sug- 
gest that' the lobor of one form worker — o term that in- 
cludes fiinn operators, hired workers and unpaid family 
mendwis — — produced, the food, fiber and tobacco con- 
sumed 98 people.

Thm.are.^Doaoy other ways of looking at farm''pr6duc- 
tion and efficient, and the Economic Research Service 
provides a detailed view of some. 

Increases in farm production and the efficiency with 
which cre^s arid livestock ore produced arc the foundation 
blocks of much of the nation's economy and social struc- 
ture.

U.S. general knows of refugees’ plight

DIYARBAi^ Turkey - Lt Gen. John 
M. Shalikashvili, the new commander of the 
multinational militaiy forces coping with the 
Kurdish refugee crisis, symp^izes with 
people who Irave to struggle with his poly- 
syllabic name. 

. “People usually refer to me as Sbally," the 
American general told repoitera Friday at hU 
first news conference since arriving in 
Turkey two days eoriicr. 

The general refers to the Kil^ish refugees 
as “displaced persons," the designation ap- 
plied to millions of Europeans swept to dl 
comers of the globe by World Wru* II. 

He was one of them. When he was 8 years 
old, Shalikashvili and bis family fled Poland 
after the Warsaw uprising in 1944. The Red 
Army was advancing on the ci^, and the 
-gcncral^family-Jud-to Icave-evctything he-_ 
.hind. Now Shalikashvili, a man of medium 
height with close-cut graying hair and steel- 
- frame glasses, is the 'military man entrusted 
with w inning the peaceful return to northern 
of on estinuted 2.3 million of Iraq’s 4 
million Kunls. 

.Following the Gulf War, Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein crushed a Kurdish rebellion 
and- hundreds of thousands of Kurds fled to

Shalikashvili met Friday with Iraqi mili- 
tary r ep r e s entatives in northern Iraq and told 
thm not to interfere with troops of the Unit-

But 
on undetermined amount of crude is still be- 
lieved to be flowing from there, os well os 
from ruptured underwater pipes at Sea Is- 
land.
